Sheriff Clay George of Mercer 
county said he was working on

ders, but declined to disclose 
tails. He said the killer appar- 
ently knocked McKay uncon- 
scious, then fired the bullet into 
his head. The wound on Mrs. 
McDonald’s hand was powder-

TOKYO, Jan, 8 (AP) — Allied 
rearguard forces yielded the ruins 


of Wonju, in central Korea, today 
to an overwhelming horde of Chi- 
nese and North Korean Reds 
after a bitter holding action that 
bought precious time. 

In western Korea, Eighth 
Army forces retreating down. the 
main Seoul-Pusan highway aban- 
doned Osan, 28 miles south of the 
fallen South Korean capital, with- 
out a fight. 

Red troops entered Wonju, 
burning road and center, as 
United Nations forces withdrew 
to new positions. . 


Allies Fight Fiercely. 

The Allies had fought fiercely 
for the city, 5 miles southeast of 
Seoul, to buy time for the main 
body of U.N. forces to retreat 
south-westward on the road lead- 
ing to the southeast port of Pusan. 

A field dispatch reported the 
Chinese entered Osan today, nar- 
rowing the gap between the Reds 
and U.N. forces‘ falling back in 
western Korea. 

Allied forces pulled south of 
Osan Sunday, It was there that 
the first American soldier was 
killed in action after United 
States ground troops entered the 
Korean war in July. 

Refugees Clog Roads. 
Three days without major con- 
tact has given the Allies consider- 
able time to withdraw to prepared 
positions, The problem 
was greatly complicated, however, 
by the refugees swarming down 
the roads southward. Lt. Gen Mat- 
thew B. Ridgway ordered a tough- 
er policy toward refugees after 
Communist agents were found in 
their midst. * 

Check points channeled the ci- 
vilians into definite trails. They 
were not allowed to wander over 
the front lines as they often have 
done. 

Wonju’s defenders battled Sat- 
urday, Sunday and Sunday night 
to keep the Red hordes from 
sweeping into the gateway city to 
the heart of South Korea. A web 
of roads leads from Wonju into 
the interior. 

Held at bay by the grim de- 
fenders were seven Chinese 
armies, possibly 210,000 men, and 
their Korean Red comrades, 


Planes Attack Wonju. . 

Then the defenders abandoned 
the town and its air strip. Allied 
warplanes strafed and fire- 
bombed Wonju after the with- 
drawal. An ammunition train 
was blown up. 

The Fifth Air Force re- 
ported that more than 1000 en- 
emy troops were “slaughtered” 
near the junction of: the n 
and Pukhan rivers and said a 
20-mile stretch of road north of 
Wonju was ee completely 
devastated.” .

Big Jobs s Do at Home. 

Here at home we have some 
very big jobs to do. We are build- 
ing much pose military forces 
—and we are building them fast. 
We are preparing for full war- 
time mobilization, if that should 
be necessary. And we are con- 
tinuing to build a strong and 
growing economy, able to main- 
tain whatever effort may be re- 
quired for as long as necessary. 

We are building our own Army, 
Navy, and Air Force to an active 
strength of nearly three and a 
half million men and women. We 
— stepping up the training of 
he Reserve Forces, and estab- 
lishing more training facilities, so 
that we can rapidly increase our 
active forces far more on short 

We are going to produce all 
the weapons and equipment that 
such an armed force will need. 
Furthermore, we will make weap- 
ons for our allies, and weapons 
for our own reserve supplies. On 
top of this, we will build the 
capacity to turn out on short no- 
tice arms and supplies that may 
be needed for ‘a full-scale war. 

Fortunately, we have a good 
start on this because of our enor- 
mous plant capacity and the 
equipment on hand from the last 
war. For example, many combat 
ships are being returned to active 
duty from the “mothball fleet“ 
and many others can be put into 
service on very short notice. We 
have large reserves of arms and 
ammunition and thousands of

on. 

Technieal Advances. 

In many cases, however, 
stocks of weapons are low. In 
other cases, those on hand are 
not the most modern. We have 
made remarkable technical ad- 
vances. We have developed new 
types of jet planes and powerful 
new tanks. We dre concentrating 
on producing the newest types of 
weapons and producing them as 
fast as we possibly can. 

This» uction drive is more 
selective than the one we had 
during World War II, but it is 
just as urgent and intense. It is 
a big program and a costly one.

Fundamentals of Strength. 

Above all, “we must remember 
that the fundamentals of our 
strength rest upon the freedoms 
of our people. We must continue 
our efforts to achieve the full 
re tion of our democratic 
ideals. We must uphold freedom 
of speech and freedom of con- 
science in our land. ‘We must 
assure equal rights and equal 
opportunities to all our citizens. 

As we go forward this year in 
the defense of freedom,’ let us 
keep clearly before us the nature 
of our present effort.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 8 (AP)— 
The Supreme Court ruled today 
that price cuts made in “good 
faith” to meet competition are 
legal under the anti-trust laws. 
The court divided, 5 to 3, in 
holding specifically that 
Standard Oil Co. of Indiana may 
sell gasoline to four Detroit job- 
bers at a price below that charged 
retail service station operators 
there so long as the good faith 
requirement is met. 

Justice Burton wrote the ma- 
jority opinion for himself and 
Justice Frankfurter, Douglas, 
Jackson and Clark. Justice Reed 
wrote a dissent in which Chief 
Justice Vinson and Justice Black 
joined, Justice Minton took no 
part. 

The ruling was on an appeal by 
Standard from a Federal Trade 
Commission order requiring the 
company to stop selling to the 
jobbers at one and one half cents 
a gallon less than it sold to retail 
service stations in Detroit. 

Justice Burton noted that the 
FTC had not made any findings 
as to Standard’s good faith in 
cutting prices. The commission 
said it did not do so because it 
felt that even if the reductions 
were made in good faith they 
were still in violation of the Rob- 
inson-Patman Act. 

The court directed that the 
Standard case be sent back to the 
FTC for findings on the good faith 
question. Burton specified that if 
good faith was\ found, the price 
cuts could be made. 

The court refused to review ob- 
jections to a reorganization plan 
for Central States Electric Corp., 
a public utility stock holding firm. 
The major portfolio of Central 
States .assets consist of about 82 
per cent of the common stock of 
its subsidiary, American Cities 
Power & Light Corp., which is in 
process of dissolution, and of 31 
per cent of the common stock of 
another subsidiary, Blue Ridge 
orp.

‘Buckets’ Sheller, Freed in 
1944 Killing, Says He Sur- 
prised Suspect. 


Thomas P. (Buckets) Sheller, 
acquitted of a murder charge in 
a 1944 tavern killing, shot and 


seriously wounded an intruder he 
said he found early yesterday in 
a tavern at 5886 Easton avenue, 
where Sheller is the bartender. 
Leon Campbell, 23-year-old 
Negro, in Homer G. Phillips Hos- 
pital with bullet wounds in the 
chest and right hip, admitted en- 
tering the tavern about 2 a. m., 
after smashing a window with a 
brick, police said. Although 
Sheller said he saw another Negro 
running away from the tavern, 
Campbell insisted he was alone. 
Sheller, who lives above the 
tavern, told officer he heard the 
sound of breaking Blass, and ob- 
tained his .38-caliber revolver. 
After turning on flood lights, 
which illuminate the back yard, 
he hurried downstairs and saw a 
Negro running east in Easton ave- 
nue. Sheller said he entered the 
tavern, which he had closed a 
short time earlier, and walked to 
the rear to turn on the lights. 
Campbell, who had been hiding 
behind a jukebox, ran toward the 
front door. Sheller fired six shots, 
and Campbell, struck twice, col- 
lapsed on the floor. Sheller re- 
ported that a bottle of whisky and 
three bottles of wine were miss- 
ing from the place. Police records 
show that Campbell, who gave an 
address in the 3300 block of La 
street, was convicted of 
burglary in 1949 and sentenced 
to a short term in Algoa Inter- 
mediate Reformator.

Sverdlovsk, Magnitogorsk, Vladi- 
vostok and other important points 
on the Russian map. 

The second is the period be- 
ginning one or two years from 
now when the Russians cannot 
be sure of overrunning free Eu- 
rope even though they don't 
worry about the folks back home. 
As this period progresses, their 
chances of succeeding will grow 
worse. 

There is every reason for be- 
lieving that the defense of free 
Europe will be successful dur- 
ing both of those two periods 
so long as certain basic condi- 
tions are satisfied, and it now 
seems probable that these con- 
ditions will be met. | 

Says US. Must Participate. . 

The principal one is an absolute 
rock-bottom guarantee of Ameri- 
can participation. | 

A second is that the United 
States, which is the only great 
prosperous country in the demo- 
cratic coalition, build up a large 
reservoir of arms and well- 
trained men to increase the speed 
and power of its intervention in 
both periods. 

A third condition, essential to 
the second period, is that the 

countries of free Europe raise a 
minimum number of divisions, 
roughly calculated at 60—between 
now and 1953 or 1954, and that 
these divisions be well-trained, 
well-equipped and well-led. 

Fourth, the countries of free 
Europe should be kept free of 
social and economic troubles’ 
which can lead to Communist 
election successes or coups d'etat. 
This means that their scanty 
economies must not be wrecked 
by exaggerated armament pro- 

‘grams, but it does not mean that 
they should be allowed to shift 
the whole burden to the United 
States.

It should 
be assumed that there would be some radio-active contamination

exorbitant rents surrounded military posts. 

Eventually the country improved its defense 
housing, but that required hard effort in the 
midst of war. The record is sufficient warning. 
So the Truman Administration offers its new 
housing bill to prevent a recurrence of unhealthy 
housing conditions. 

Primarily, the measure would increase the 
power of the Federal Housing Administration to 
insure mortgages of home builders and buyers. 
This has been the traditional means of promot- 
ing construction by private enterprise. Experi- 
ence shows, however, that mortgage insurance 
seldom results in low-rent housing, and * 
workers may need low-rent housing. 

Other provisions of the bill would let the 
* lend up to $15,000,000 to producers 
of prefabricated housing, make direct loans to 
communities and builders where housing short- 
ages were severe, and build housing itself where 
communities cannot do the job. 

All these measures promise more construc- 
tion. The question is whether they promise the 
right kind of construction for defense purposes, 
at the right kind of costs. When Congress deter- 
mines the facts, a review of low-income and 
middle-income housing plans will be in order. 

Our main reliance for public housing now is 
the 1949 act, which provides for 810,000 new 
low-rent housing units in six years. Is that 
enough? Will the inevitable shifting of workers 
to new defense jobs require more? What will 
the paychecks be in defense industries and what 
kind of housing will the workers be able to af- 
ford? What will happen to rents under our 
weakened rent control system? 

Congress will want to know the answers to 
such questions before it enacts defense housing

The defense effort is already 
booming. Housing must be made a part of it, 
for poor shelter will not help good production.

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France Welcomes Gen. Eisenhower 

Inevitably Gen. Eisenhower must havé mixed 
feelings now that he is back in France on active 
duty. He must feel a degree of frustration at 
least to think that so soon after the great inva- 
sion of Europe and the liberation which he 
commanded, he is again heading up a military 
force. 

Yet Dwight Eisenhower is far more a realistic 
and understanding man. He knows what has 
happened in the intervening years. He knows 
his country’s safest, surest role. So he is in 
Paris again, indeed, back in familiar headquar- 
ters, near the Are de Triomphe, which he en- 
tered many times six years ago. He has buckled 
down to the new task just as he did to the old. 

France is giving him a welcome far more 
heartening than waving throngs along the 


‘Champs Elysees and fireworks over the Seine. 


Tt promises immediate allocation of three divi- 
sions as the nucleus of the European international 
defense army. Gen. Charles de Gaulle goes so 
far as to say that the major responsibility for 
military defense on the continent lies with 
France. The soldier who held out in -exile 
against Vichy says that France must have 20 
permanent divisions with 20 more in reserve. 
What France can do will become clear as Gen. 
Eisenhower's command, SHAPE, takes form and 
each nation’s role is worked out. For today, it 
is cheering news to know that Gen. Eisenhower 
is back on the job, that the great work of 
co-operative defense is at last begun. 
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Lights Out in Piccadilly 
The lights are going out again in Piccadilly 
Circus. Also they are going out at Marble Arch 
and Hyde Park Corner. In a sentence, the lights 
are going out in London and Britain generally. 


The British Ministry of Fuel and Power has 


decided that fuel for defense factories and heat 
for the homes of workers come before power for 
advertising displays. 

Has Washington begun to think in terms of 
conservation of resources? If so there is too 
little indication of it. Sooner or later, the 
‘United States will realize that it, too, must save 


on fuel, power and other vital defense resources. 


The news that Piccadilly is dark again should 
set somebody to calculating costs and planning 
in Washington. 
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Taft Against Taft 


Senator Taft began his re-examination of for- 
eign policy in the Senate with a disclaimer of 
any attempt to upset policies which have been 
determined in preparation for war. Yet his 
arguments against stationing American troops in 
Western Europe are just exactly that. They are 
a continuation of the bitter attacks he made 
against the Atlantic Pact before it was ratified 
overwhelmingly by the Senate in 1949. 


He attempted then to write in a reservation 
that the pact included no commitments for the 
United States to send military assistance to 
European nations. He backed an amendment 
which would have reserved to Congress the right 
to decide whether the United States would use 
force if a signatory of the pact were attacked. 


Both these proposals were soundly trounced. 
Consequently Taft knows that the Senate did 
‘determine policies of committing the United 
States to send military aid to Western Europe, 
and of leaving to the President the responsibil- 
ity for deciding what action to take. Yet he 
still pretends that “The President has no power 
to send American troops to fight in Europe in a 
war between the members of the Atlantic Pact 
and Soviet Russia.” | 

Another of his assertions, the strange doctrine 
that ratification did not commit us “to send 
many American troops to Europe. unfortunately 
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council is a reassurance, at the béginning, that 
a civil defense director who is also -of outstand- 
ing caliber will be sought.

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Let the Public Enforce It 


Economic stabilization officials are said to be 
at odds over the proposal for an immediate price 
freeze. Some want to freeze prices now, while 
an enforcement staff for broader stabilization 
policies is being assembled, and others want to 
wait until the staff has been organized. 

If the Administration really wants to bring 
prices under control, it will freeze them now. 
Once that is done, the ESA will get the help 
of millions of consumers in enforcing the order. 
As things are, no consumer can complain about 
price increases because he has no way of know- 


ing whether they fit into the complicated “stan- - 


dards” set up by ESA. But he can certainly 
squawk-—-and undoubtedly will—if he knows that 
Government policy is against any price increases 
at all for the next few weeks. 

A freeze is no substitute for a permanent 
stabilization policy, which must -have enough 
flexibility to permit realistic adjustments. But 
the question is what shall be done right now, 
while the machinery for the permanent stabiliza- 
tion policy is being organized. A great deal of 
future grief can be avoided by imposing a price 
standstill for this period.

The prescription for a “new” Asiatic 
policy which Justice William O. Douglas 
of the United States Supreme Court has 
offered in his Look magazine article is as 
sound as it is simple. But it is not new. 

What Douglas would have us do is to tie 
into the current revolutionary movements 
throughout Asia, instead of allowing the 
Russian leaders to pose as the sole cham- 
pions of political and economic reform in 
that part of the world. He points gut 
that while the p | 
gandists of Gen u- 
nism are gaining con- 
verts by preaching 
such reforms, as 
soon as Gommunist 
cliques gain control 
of a country they 
change their tactics 
and proceed to rule 
by terror and force, 
invariably subordi- 
nating its interests to 
those of the Soviet 
Union. 

Yet he reminds us 
that we are the true 
children of revolu- 
tion and, as such, are particularly equipped 
to assume leadership of peoples who are 
seeking relief from inequitable distribu- 
tion of the land, lack of educational fa- 
cilities and hospitals, tax systems out- 
rageously favoring the rich and, above all, 
corrupt and reactionary government. 


Traditional and Logical 


In the eyes of Asiatics,” he writes, “we 
would play the natural role if we helped 
them attain the same degree of inde- 
pendence that we enjoy.” 

This proposal represents plain common 
sense. It is, moreover, directly in line 
with our traditional policy toward Asia. 
Over a long period we were the great 
friends of Asiatic nationalism. We fostered 
it in China.

The answer involves a human paradox 
which our policy-makers appear to have 
overlooked—the paradox that the revolu- 
tionaries of one era are apt to become the 
reactionaries of the next. 


The case of Chiang Kai-shek affords a 
shining example. The Generalissimo in- 
herited the revolutionary mantle of Sun 
Yat-sen. As long as he remained true to 
the course set by his distinguished brother- 
in-law, the Chinese peopie had confidence 
that he was thinking in terms of their 
good. But he éame more and more under 
the influence of reactionary advisers and 


within a few years he forfeited that con- 


fidence. 
The Monumental Blunder 


Our great mistake lay in failing to rec- 
ognize the fact that Chiang had ceased to 
be a national hero. Instead of using all 
our influence to uphold the Chinese lib- 
erals originally attached to his cause, we 
offered him the unreal choice of forming 
a coalition with the Communists or losing 
our support. That monumental blunder 
not only strengthened the Communists 
(because, of course, no such coalition could 
be worked out) but, since we continued to 
back him to the last minute, it tended to 
transfer some of his unpopularity to us. 

Likewise, the same failure to keep press- 
ing for dynamic reform had evil results in 
both the Philippines and Korea. Some of 
the old revolutionists in each country, once 
they were in power, turned their backs on 
the welfare of the people, and we hesi- 
tated to “interfere.” We are paying for- 
that now in loss of prestige throughout 
Asia, and the Russians are profiting. 

It is only fair to note that nearly a year 
ago Secretary Acheson publicly announced 
that henceforth the United States would 
support only such Asiatic governments as 
were really “progressive” in the sense of 


_being genuinely concerned for the people’s 


good. It will take time and intelligence 
to repair the damage, however, and the 
question is whether we shall have either. 


The Record on Lynchings 


From The Washington Post 


The 1950 lynching record, as reported 
by the department of records and research 
of Tuskegee Institute, sustains the hope 
that the crime of mob murder is gradually 
being wiped out: Tuskegee records two 
lynchings last year, compared with three 
in 1949, two in 1948, one in 1947 and six 
in 1946. 

One of the victims in 1950 was a 
white man who was slain in his own 
front yard in Pell City, Ala., by a gang 
of unmasked men believed to be the mem- 
bers of the Ku Klux Klan. There were 
no charges against him 

The — was a Neato shot to death 
in Georgia by three men for whom he 
worked, apparently because he knew too 


much bout their illegal whisky traffic. 
As described in the Tuskegee report, both 
these crimes more closely resemble gang 
slayings than what are usually regarded as 
lynchings. 

Lynchings were prevented in seven in- 
stances—six in the South and one in the 
North. In Georgia two white men were 
sentenced to life imprisonment and a third 
to a shorter term for the slaying of a 
Negro. Under the terms of a South Caro- 
lina law, Greenville county paid $2000 
to the estate of Willie Earle, who was 
lynched in that county in 1947. The South 
has come a long way in recent years in 
the fight to wipe out this ere de- 
spicable crime.

Baron Munchausen's Creator 


THE ROMANTIC ROGUE, by John Carsewell. (E. P. 
Dutton & Co., 278 pgs., $4) 


Subtitled “The Singular Life and Adven- 
tures of Rudolf Erich Raspe, Creator of 
Baron Munchausen,” this is the biography 
of an adventurer who fled from his native 
Germany to England to escape the conse- 
quences of embezzlement and subsequently 
ekeal out a living in his adopted country as 
a hack writer and mining engineer. Recog- 
nizing that the career of Raspe in itself 
is of little interest, the author has wisely 
attempted to recreate the milieu of his 
subject. Mr. Carsewell paints Raspe against 
a large and varied background, a setting 
which extends from Germany in the mid- 
eighteenth century to England at the time 
of the French Revolution. The book is 
especially rewarding in the glimpses it 
affords of — s nascent industrial rev- 
olution. More specif- 
ically, it is most 
revealing when it 
recounts Raspe's in- 
terest in geology and 
connection with Mat- 
thew Boulton, the 
industrialist, and his 
partner James Watt, 
the inventor. 

The student of 
literature may be dis- 
appointed in the 
scant treatment of 
“Baron Munchausen’s 
2 since there 
is little justification 

John Carsewell for a biography of 
Raspe except as the author of those fabu- 
lous tales. To be sure, Raspe published 
them anonymously, and they first sold as 
a shilling chapbook; yet their popularity 
was enormous, and they gave their author 
what little claim to fame he may have. 
Although Mr. Carsewell is an Englishman, 
he might have done American literature a‘ 
service by delving deeper into the Baron's 
travels, for the stories were well known in 
America and perhaps had more than a 
passing influence on the development. of 
our frontier humor which culminated in 
the work of Mark Twain.

The partition at the 
Thirty-eighth Parallel, even a Ko- 
rean Communist state controlled 
as a Soviet statellite, would, from 
the point of view of our interests 
in Japan, have been less unfavor- 
able. A 
For the partition, despite all its 
obvious disadvantages, did make 
Korea into a buffer state. A uni- 
fication by the North Korean 
Communist agression would have 
been shocking and immoral. But 
Korea as a satellite state would 
have been less threatening than 
Korea in the control of the vic- 
torious troops of what is now a 
great Communist power. The 
army of this great Communist 
power would be only 150 miles 
from Japan and, in case of a gen- 
eral war, the defense of that nar- 
row sea would be a heavy obli- 
gation for the United States Navy. 


No Minor Operation. 


On the other hand, the hold- 
ing of a beachhead is not, on 
the scale of our Army, to be 
regarded as a minor operation. 
We must expect use of North 
Korean and Chinese troops in 
much greater. numbers and of 
superior quality than those we 
withstood last August in the 
Pusan area. 

Is there any way around or 
through the dilemma? There are 
some among us who think tha 
the military balance of power, 
which is so heavily against us, 
could be righted by the interven- 
tion of Chiang Kai-shek’s troops 
and by the bombing of the Man- 
churian bases. The argument 
would be plausible and attractive 
if we could assume—first, that 
Chiang’s troops are now much 
more willing to fight than they 
were when they were still on the 
mainland — second, that Red 
China has no strategic reserves of 
military power—that, in other 
words, Red China is already fight- 
ing an all-out war in Korea. 

We may not assume that. The 
undoubted truth is that the Chi- 
nese forces now fighting in Korea 
are by Chinese standards small. 
The proposal to bomb their bases 
in Manchuria, to use Chiang to 
invade the Chinese mainland, is 
a proposal that we should go to 
war with China. ‘The President 
was quite right in taking the po- 
sition that he would do none of 
these things without a declara- 
tion of war. 

In the Far East the -reserve 
strength, the uncommitted power 
of the Chinese-Soviet combina- 
tion, is much greater than our 
reserve strength. China is fight- 
ing a limited war with limited 
forces in Korea. Invasion by 
Chiang's troops, supported as it 
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it 


settled within the | 

China’s historic interest without 
the participation of Red China. 
The facts of life are the facts of 
life, and wishing, hoping, prefer- 
ring, crying out against them, will 
not alter the facts of life. 

The sphere of China’s interest, 
be it Imperial China, Nationalist 
China, or Communist China, has 
always—that is to say for centur- 
ies—included Korea, Formosa and 
Japan. Only weakness has ever 
caused any Chinese government to 
renounce its rights, or to réfrain 
from asserting them in this sphere. 
Mao’s China is within this area of 

China's historic interests a strong, 
indeed a predominant, military 
power. It is much stronger in it- 
self than Nationalist China ever 
was. It has, moreover, only one 
powerful neighbor, the Soviet 
Union, with which it is now allied. 

Thus it has never at any time 
been possible to make a settle- 
ment in Korea or in Formosa if 
Red China was ignored. This was 

what Nehru, who almost alone had 
inside knowledge of Red China, 


told Mr. Acheson three weeks 


after the Korean war started. This 
is the fact we decided not to re- 
cognize then, which we refused 
again to recognize despite the 
warnings of India when we crossed 
the 38th Parallel, and when we 
moved up to the Yalu river. 


Only by a Big War. 


The fact has now been demon- 
strated on the battlefield. We have 
suffered a very costly military de- 
feat, having refused to recognize 
the fact that within the sphere of 
China’s historic interests, which 


has always included Korea, Red 


China is now so strong a military 
power that she is able to enforce 
her interests. 

The question whether we should 
recognize Red China diplomati- 
cally—in the sense of exchanging 


ambassadors—or recognize her in- 
directly by accepting her into the 
United Nations was, and is now 
perhaps more than ever, a debat- 
able question of policy. But what 
is not debatable is the fact that 
Red China is a strong power ca- 
pable of exerting its influence ef- 
fectively within its own region, 
and much too strong to be dealt 
with forcefully by anything less 
than a very big war. 

In the accounting which will 
have to be made after the Korean 
campaign is somehow ended, and 
in the re-examination of our policy 
which is now under way, an im- 
partial and objective study of the 
facts of power and interest in the 
Far East will have to precede any 


agreement on policy.

Cardinal Spellman’s statement 
was the newest development in a 
week-long controversy over the 
Rossellini film. 

“The Miracle” tells the story of 
an Italian woman who thinks she 
has been seduced by a saint. In 
his statement Cardinal Spellman 
described it as a “despicable 
affront to every Christian,” a 
mockery of “our faith” and an 
example of “art at its lowest.”

The first of these factors has 
been found to depend very largely 
on the type of atomic explosion. 
In general, the residual radiation 
hazards are least with a high air 
burst, intermediaté with a low or 
surface burst, and greatest with a 
subsurface or underwater burst. 

The second general factor, the 
lessening of radioactivity with the 
passage of time, depends upon a 
fundamental characteristic of ra- 
dioactivity—that every radioactive 
substance gives off its radiations 
at a fixed rate, called the rate of 
radioactive decay. Some radioac- 
tive substances decay very rapid- 
ly, others very, very slowly. 

Contamination of Water. 

The third general factor, the 
removal or “dispersion” of the 
contamination, may work to the 
advantage or disadvantage of the 
civil defense workers, and its im- 
portance can be evaluated only by 
trained radiological defense per- 
sonnel.

What Shakespeare said 
in this line is simply, “You stand 
within his jurisdiction, do you 
not?” For that is how “danger” 
started being harmful or haz 
ardous ouly if the person who had 
authority over you willed it so, 

The accepted derivation , of 
“danger” is through the French 
“dangier” or “dongier,” from the 
late Latin “dominiarium,” power, 
authority. The latter stands for 
the Latin “dominium,” 
property, rule, which is the source 
of our word dominion as well. 
The power of authority is not 
necessarily a harmful power, but 
its exercise can be either way. 
And when one considers the sug- 
gestion in the allusion to being in 
someone’s power, the new obso- 
lete phrase “in his danger” be- 
comes clear.

South found himself in the hu- 
miliating (and expensive!) position 
of playing a ten-trick contract 
without a trump in his own hand 
—hence, his query about the re- 
sponsibility.” He wrote that North 
graciously assumed the blame for 
passing to four spades, but that 
he (South) was not satisfied that 
the error was entirely his part- 
ner’s. “Should South have bid the 
four spades?” 

The fairest answer is that in a 
none-too-expert partnership, this 
four-spade bid would be danger- 
ous because it might not be in- 
terpreted properly, but that no 
expert or even highly experienged 
North would be led astray—tiey 
would unquestionably read the 
call simply as a control-showing 
bid and hence would not consider 
passing to it. They would apply 
this sort of reasoning: 

South, having opened with one 
heart, did not mention spades 
over North’s two no-trump re- 
sponse—he' actually bid the minor 
diamond suit. North then sup- 
ported diamonds, and presumably 
the trump suit was agreed on. It 
was only after this rebid by South 
and the support by North that the 
other major suit, spades, was bid. 
So there was an overwhelming 
probability that South was cue- 
bidding to show spade con 
— was not announcing a spade 
suit. 
Experts do not “suppress in- 
formation” about a second major 
suit—they mention it as soon as 
possible!

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Excerpts from a recent address by Conrad N. Hilton at a meeting of 
the National Conference of Christians and Jews in New York City

N nineteen hundred and seventeen many of 
us here this evening went off to the wars. 
We were free men fighting for freedom, fight- 


ing for peace, fighting a war to end war forever. 


I took part in that war and I was in Paris the 


day President Wilson was driven down the 
Champs Elysees acclaimed by hundreds of 


thousands of people. His fourteen points were 
to bring peace to all peoples. Just a few months 


later he was to die of a broken heart. His four- 


teen points were ignored, even violently op- 
posed, at Versailles. 


Twenty-five years later our sons went off to 
successfully fight another battle for freedom, 
temporary freedom. Again we lost the peace, 
for we blindly destroyed our mighty arsenal of 
military power before we had peace firmly in 
our grasp. We surrendered the opportunity 
and the power to demand a just and lasting 
peace. We must ask: To what purpose have 
we spent our blood and wealth in two world 
wars? American boys who were thirteen years 
old on VJ Day (in 1945) are now being drafted 
for military service. Perhaps it is simple retri- 
butive justice that compels us to face the awful 

ospect of another war; f 
lected, abandoned, and betrayed those great 
principles to which we dedicated ourselves for 
the establishment of peace. We have broken 
faith with those who fought and died for free- 
dom and who warned us

“If you break faith with us who die 
we shall not sleep.” 


If we believe what they said, we here tonight 
know that these boys do not sleep in peace, and 
we also know that we do not live in peace—and 
why? Because when the boys had won their 
victories at arms we permitted the forces of 
hate, injustice and appeasement to take the 
victories from them. | 
Across the world the boys of two wars have 
been betrayed. And in solemn truth I-say to 
you, if we allow the forces of evil to refashion 
the world to their image and likeness, if we let 
hate, injustice and appeasement guide us dur- 
ing these next few years, if we break faith with 
those boys who are now fighting and dying in 
distant lands, we shall never live in peace 
again. Freedom, my fellow Americans, is fore- 
most in our minds and hearts this evening; it is 
in the minds and hearts of all the world who 


look to us as the last sanctuary of free men. 


Since that first dawn when man stood before 
his Maker, all men have cherished. this tre- 
mendous thing, this magnificent thing, that 
makes man a man—his freedom.

But what is this freedom? What right have 
we to it? Why are we unhappy unless we are

free men? This is why; because we possess an 


intrinsic human dignity, an inner majesty, 
which gives us an appetite, a passion for free- 


dom. Man possesses human dignity because he 


is made in the image and likeness of God. This 
image is found personally in every man; each 
one possesses it entirely and undividedly. It 
is this image that makes man different, that 
makes man a son of God. Without this image 
man has no free will and consequently neither 
liberty nor the capacity for liberty. <2 
Whenever our boys go off to war we should 
make them aware of what they are doing in 
defending their liberty. Whether they know it 
or not they are going out to defend the image 
of God in themselves, in their families, in their 
countrymen, and to preserve it for unborn 
generations yet to come. To wage war for any- 
thing less, for economics or politics—especially 
total war—is monstrous. Edmund Burke once 
said, “the blood of man should never be shed 
but to redeem the blood of man.” Only then 
will war ever bring a real—a lasting peace. 
Peace is more than the absence of war. It is 
a tranquility of order, it is security, liberty 
religious, political and economic freedom. 


It is life with honor, life with the dignity of the 


Children of God. And because we are Children 
of God, and hungry and thirsty for that strange 
freedom and stranger peace of religious men, 
we must never again cease our struggles until 


they are secure forever. It was for that freedom 


and that peace we fought in nineteen hundred 
and seventeen, and we did not get it. For that 
freedom and peace we fought in nineteen hun- 
dred and forty-one, and we did not get it. For 
that freedom and peace we are fighting now, 
we must be ready to fight temorrow, and this 
time we had better get it or we shall see the end 
of our civilization. 

Godless hordes are on the march, foment- 
ing trouble and dissension in every land. While 
the peace-loving nations demobilized and dis- 
armed, they forged a military machine of terri- 
fying proportions. They are adding hundreds 
of millions of Chinese and other nationals to 


their manpower; they are the masters of the 


greatest land area of the world and are now 
arming with terrible atomic weapons. While 


this juggernaut, dedicated to the expulsion of 


God and the enslavement of the whole world, 
is gaining momentum, we have lagged on the 
road of preparedness and have hopefully pur- 
sued the mirage, of peace. 


_. “War! Peace! the old notions of War and 


Peace have gone out of the world. It could 
be that in our time we shall never have war 


were younger, and all down through history

“War” meant armed hostility with another na- 
tion. Peace meant harmony, and friendly rela- 
tions, between nations. 


But today are we at war with Russia? Are 


we at peace with Russia? Are we at war with 


China, with Poland, with Eastern Germany? 
Are we at peace with these nations? No, the 
old concepts of “War” and “Peace” belong to 
a world which the communists have destroyed. 
Communism is always at war. These evil men 
of the Kremlin are constantly feeling around 


the perimeter of their vast world, like a great 


spider—feeling, probing incessantly for mili- 
tary or political soft spots which will permit 
them to enmesh the world with their web of 
tyranny. 

This is a crucial time in the destiny of our 
nation; in the destiny of all mankind. The re- 
maining free peoples of the world must be 
strengthened and defended. The infant United 
Nations must be fostered, encouraged, and 
staunchly upheld by all of its free members. 
But this is not enough. We must speedily rearm 
Western Europe or it will be taken from us and 


used against us. We have not a moment to lose. 


We must give increasing aid to those countries 
who will bear the first shock of battle. 


Should there come a time when this com- 
munist flood overwhelms these free nations, 
we must be prepared to stand alone. In prepa- 
ration for that day, there can be no limit to our 
effort or expense. We must make any economic 
sacrifice and learn to live a hard and restricted 
life. We must eliminate all internal expendi- 
tures for handouts and see how much we cah 
give to our country instead of how much we 
can get fromat. There must be no more ap- 
peasement, no more sacrifice of principle for 
expediency, and never shall we abandon a free 
nation that stands with us against the common 
enemy. | 

In this struggle for freedom, at home and 
abroad, our greatest weapon, both a sword and 
a shield, will be our love of, and faith in God. 
To open the hearts and minds of men to this 
truth will require a mighty river of faith and 
effort. Each one of us is a drop to swell that 
river and auyment its force. We are approach- 
ing our final hour, our final opportunity to 
secure the peace that has twice in our lifetime 
escaped us. In the grim determination of 
America to carry the struggle through to the 
bitter end, I see a new promise, a new assur- 


ance, that remaining free people shall not be- 


come enslaved. Together if we can, but alone 
if we must, we will find the strength to meet 
our common danger and overcome it, for the 


destiny of our people is to hold high the banner 


of freedom for all men everywhere. 
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
